The oirouaatanoes of the oaae ooapelled the examination of 
so many witnesses as to prolong the trial fhr beyond the period usu¬ 
ally oooupied by a Military Commission, in the deteminstion of a oause

have been too aooentous,too fkr raaohing in their oonsequenoes,and of 
t*o vital an importance to the aooused,to permit of a too hurried 
and innature a trial.

* Order and oause the killing of a number of Spanish prison¬ 
ers, he being present;direoting,aiding,abetting and en¬ 
couraging, the killing. 0 

*Iith oausing or allowii^ the dead bodies of oertain Span¬ 
ish prisoners,to be mutilated denuded of olothing,and 
left unburied to be devoured by dogs/' 

Vith taking, stealing,oanying away,or oause to be taken 
and delivered to hia,all money,jewelry and other valuables, 
found on the bodies of oertain murdered Spanish prison- 


All this is alleged to have been oomoitted at or near Buliaug,Prov- 
inoe of Camarines 3ur,P.2.,on or about Pebrewy 23d 1900. 

Z* Entering the trial as be does with the mantle of presumed 

innocer.oe thrown over him,and of whioh he oan not be stripped, the ao-

poral Tranquilino Vioentio was with then,and he had gotten the orders 
with referenoe to the prisoners,that he ^bon had oharge of the pris¬ 
oners although his superior non-oomnissioned offioer was present,hut 
subsequent questionix* brought out the answer that they“both were in 
command*, I suppose we will be told that that is a trifling aatter, 
and the qirouastanoe unimportant,to whom?, to the proaeoution?,well if 
it isliave'it so,but to us it is not so fp a rtaat unimportant as might 
be thought, the sands of the sea are made up from nail partioles, the 
mighty avalanohe,the onrushing floods that overwhelmed Johnstown, were 
eaoh and all made up of small partioles,and it is beoause of the olose 
relation of small and apparently insignifioant oirouostanoes, to the

larger affairs of the world, that we propose to pay attention of every 
oiroumstanoe of this oase,and bring it before the Coianission for its 
consideration. 

One of the witnesses for the prosecution,Bartolomeo Mora, 
wae exceedingly exaot about Braganza's oonneotion with the prisoners 
while at San Fernando, the last time, he says that a sentinel he got 
hie ordera from Leon Custodio,but that tney oame from Braganza,how 
did he know?,he did'nt know,hie imagination was at work,again he tes¬ 
tified that Braganza ordered the prisoners to Milaor,immediately he 
says he did not hear any orders given,but that Braganza gave the Corp¬ 
oral a paper,a11 this ooourred under direot examination and was not 
due to a oonfViaion of the witness by oounsel for the aooused as the 
Judge Advooate was kind enough to assert later in the trial. Now n»rk 
the readiness of this witness,he says that he left Braganza at San Fer 
nando,and that the prisoners wore ordered to Milaor,nothing said about 



















Minalabag and yet when the prisoners arrived at Mina labag,there was 
Fragansa ready to assume ootanand of these prisoners although he did as 
not know that they were going to Minalabag.Why, if the Coaaission pleas 
what kind of jugglery is this?, if it was neoessary to the purposes of

Vitness Leon Itobon,seems to the defense to have been the 
star witness for the proeoution,and the beauty of hia testimony,if 
suoh testimony oan have beauty,was in the willii^neaa and readiness 
with whioh he gave it,and verbal aorobatio tendenoies were very inter¬ 
esting^ to us,at least,why the fooility with whioh he oould evolve from 
his inner oonsoiousness, oontradiotory statements,was indeed marvelous. 

Beginning with the little episode about the oomuand of the esoort 
when leaving San Fernando,until ho was finally excused from the stand, 
has testimony fairly bristles with oontradiotions, for the greater port 
in his direot examination, for all we had to do on the oroas examina¬ 
tion waa to try and straighten hia out, but he would not let us ,he 
seemed to revel in the situation into whioh he had gotten himself, but 
two days had elapsed between his direot and his oross examination,and 
his memory foiled hia and he denied making statements whioh the reoord 
shows he did make, ^ebon says he saw the aooused at Minalabag,he did » 
not know what Bragansa was doing,he oould not tell us what,if anything 
he saw Bragansa doing, whom he was with nor anything other than the 
foot that he was there and gave orders for taking the prisoners to 
some other plao6,he says that this order was given to the Corporal but 
notwithstanding the oonfosion of the time and plaoe,inoident to the 
alarm felt at the approach of the Amerimns,ty>bon was oonveniently near 
to hear the orier,why that men was ready to tell us that the moon was 
made of green oheese and that it was so made by Bragansa's order, he is 
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not done yot,hie reoitation is not yet completed, He saw every move¬ 
ment of Braganza,although the oolumn waB aooording to himself,between 
800 and a 1000 yards long,he was about midway,he tells us and the ao- 
ousfld was at the front,but distanoe and improbabilities are nothing to 
this witness.he oould see aooused and what matters it if he was giving 
his attention to the prisoners he was helping to guard,his objeot was 
to keep Bragansa under observation,and oould even relate to us the ttas 
oiroumstanoe that Braganza wore a oap and the uniform of the Militia,

kept under guard.Vhat a will o'the wisp this man Braganza must have 
been,he was and he wasn't,he did and did not,he must be possessed of 
wonderful powers, because we must believe the witness, he is testifying 
under oath. At first he says he did not see Bragansa the next day, that 
was also ohanged to say that he did see him.Ve are told that the man 
is illiterate and that his understanding is defeotive,when?,when?,is 
his understanding defeotive?,when he is relating oiroumstanoes injur¬ 
ious to the aooused?,or when his statements are fevorable?,we make no 
issue with the proposition that his understanding is defeotive, but we

)j*bon sneers that thirteen polioemsn and thirty militiamen 
guarding 173 prioners, bound and helpless,are suddenly ordered to start 
in on the destruction of the prisoners, they sensed to be so slow about 
it that Bragansa is said to have told them to hurry up and finish the 
job before dark,and yet with all this preoonoeived purpose,with a whis¬ 
tle for a signal,with the esoort all armed,out of one hundred and sev¬ 
enty three helplessly bound prisoners, only ten were killed.I do not 
stand here as an apologist for orime,and 1 say that if only one had 
been killed, it was cruel and inhuaan,but ay purpose is to direot your 
attention to the improbability of oonoert of aotion or that there was 
any understanding or any direoting mind. Mbm acknowledges that he 
helped to do the killing, that he was armed with a dagger and that some 
of the prisoners were killed ^vith a dagger .There is no testimony to 
show that there had been agreed upon signal,one of the witnesses says 
that Bragansa did not blow a whistle,no signal having been agreed upon 
how did these poor oompnents of the esoort know what was meant by the 
blast on the whistle, even if there was one?.

Innooetio,the next morning, he said that he got his orders from Bragansrx 
and asked why he had ohanged he replied"Bragansa was ay superior and w 
whipped me onoe and I am afraid that if he gets out he will kill ms". 

One witness for the proeoution testified that the esoort was 
inoreased by order of the Presidente,the Presidents says that he had 
nothing to do with the prisoners, that he only saw them as they passed 
his house. Another says he heard the Presidents give the order,but 
at the same time had not seen the Presidente because he was out in the 
rioe fields. 

1 have not gone over the testimony of all the witnesses for 
the proeoution, in detail, for the reason the Qsbon is representative, 
and when you have his testimony,you have it all,all theother testimony 
is simply cumulative. 

The old rule of praotioe in the oivil oourts,was that wit- 
















nesses with a strong and present interest in the outoome of a oause, 
were excluded as inoompetent,that rule has boon modified,and we think 
properly so,so that now,the question of interest goes to the credibil¬ 
ity of the witness,and it was beoause of this ohange in the rule,that 
no objection was made to the witnesses for the proseoution,intending 
to make that a point in our summing up. 

Dr.Reid in his oelebrated work on “The Human Mind",takes the pos¬ 
ition that the natural impulse of the human being is to at all times 
tell the truth,and that theory seems to be of universal application 
save and exoept wiiere one is subjeot to temptation,and that tne amount 
and strength of temptation required to make on* depart from the path o 
of truth,is dependent upon the airwigth moral strength of the person, 
We believe that to be a self evident truth that man's nat¬ 
ural impulse in his intercourse with his fellow man,is to tell the 
truth, if that were not true we would be in a lamentable oondition in¬ 
deed ,and our opinion of the testimony of the witnesses for the ao- 
proseoution is not disturbed at a 11,we do not say that these men are 
habitual prevarioators,but we do say that they are so saturated with 
interest in the result of this trial,that there is for them a terri¬ 
ble and strong temptation to lie,to the end that Braganza may be oon- 
vioted of having as the superior offioer present given the orders to 
kill these Spanish prisoners, and. 

"One lie must be thatohed with another,or it will soon 
rain through". 

Are we asked,wherein does the interest of these witnesses lie,? 
we will tell you, they are all,with the exoeption of the women,self oon- 
vioted murderers, they tell us on they stand,under oath,that they par¬ 
ticipated in the killing of the prisoners,at the same time endeavorirg 
to make the degree of their participation as small as possible. 

















The women from their peculiar relations with some of the viotims 
are naturally desirous of revenge, it matters n4t so mu oh to these wit¬ 
nesses that Braganza be oonvioted,as that dome person be made to bear 
the responsibility of leadership,so that their wishes may be gratified 
or their fears plaoed at rest,but hero is Braganza arrested and we 
oan see to it that he is made the sonpe goat, they have a most decided 
interest, that of partioeps oriminis,if their testimony is to be be¬ 
lieved, and they fall under tho exception oited by Dr.Reid,and from 
being of a olass of weak minded Jk»ople,so far as the rights of others 
are ooncerned,they are ready and willing viotims to the temptation to 
get out of this matter as easily and speedily as possible,and thus 
serve their p/rcsent and burning interest, therefore we olaim,and just¬ 
ly too that degree of oredenoe oan not be given to their testimony,as 
it would be entitled to if without interest and oontradiotior.s. 

The witnesses for the pw a s cut ion all testified to being 
with Braganza at Tintin on the 22i 23d and 24th of February, where he w 
was before that or afterwards is not necessary to the purposes of this 
trial,we are not required to follow him to any other plaoe that ne may 
have gone to at any other time than that when this murder was comr.it- 
ted.we put on ten witnesses ( each ar.d every of whom left tne stand un- 
impeaohed and unsrairohed,they wore not shown to have any interest in 
the result of this trial,unless it might be that felt by every good 
citizen who likes to see right ar.d gustier prevail,these ter. were sup¬ 
ported by Nioolas Coraaoho a witness for the prosecution who says that 
he went from San Fernando with Braganza to Tintin on the day the Amer¬ 
icans entered Nueva Caoeres.whioh was February 22d I'jJ' . 

Now we hold that we are r.ot asking too much when we contend 
that our witnesses are more wortny of belief tnan are those of tea pro 

eoution,nnd we have giver, our reasons for our contention,the witnesses 
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for the dofeuoa are devoid of interest,so far as the reoord of this 
trial coos,and tliat is what is before this Coianisoion,but the witness¬ 
es for the proseoution all have a deep interest,we do not say this,the 
record says it,we do not oharco them with interest,they themselves say 
It. 

And this,may it please the Commission is the testimony upon whioh 
you are asked to oonviot this nan,this is the evidence uon whioh is ex 
pected at your »»ands a verdiot of guilty as oiiarged, this is the tes¬ 
timony upon whioh it is thought you will send this man to the soaf- 
fold,we have no suoh thought, for be it for from us to believe that a 
Commission composed of American officers is so devoid of the diotates 
of iustioe as to oonviot a man on suoh testimony as has been present¬ 
ed in thi3 case. 

We know tiiat tr.e United States government has a peouliar in¬ 
terest in this oase,we know that our government,whioh we reverence so 
deeply and will go to the utmost in sustaining,is obligated by Treaty 
stipulation,is obligated by the Laws of Nations,is obligated by the 
diotates of humanity,to throw around the alien the same measuwr of pro 
tectior. that it does around its own oitizens,ar.d failing that to seek 
out and punish the perpetrators of offenoes against the aliens resi¬ 
ding within 1 18 borders,wo conoede to no man first plaoe in recogni¬ 
tion of those obligatior.8,but we do ..old that it requires better evi¬ 
dence tnan this case raa been presented,to make that government say th 
thou art the man. If we were not estopped by the rules governing the 
presentation of an argument limiting us to foot brought out on the tri 
al,we might indulge in length remarks concerning the influenoes that 
are at work m this case,how that the representative of Spain's sov¬ 
ereignty has taken a decided position against the aocused,on represen¬ 
tations made to it of course,it aont say that this mail is guilty,but 
demands that if he is guilty that he be punished,that is right,we do 
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take issue with them on that proposition,we might oall your attention 
to the foot tliat there is an element in this oomnunity who desire the 
oonviotion,that is provided the Commission finds that he is the reepon 
sible party,that is right,where would we be in foreign lands,where 
would our safety be if our governmentwas oareless of us,why it does 
not require any strain on our memory to reoolleot the incidents oon- 
neoted with the killing of the subjects of the King of Italy,in New 
Orleans,nor the killing of the subjects of the Bnperor of China at the 
oollierys at Rook Springs,Wyoming,where our government established a ■ 
military post so that those people should be proteoted in their rights<* 
•lif, liberty and the pursuit of happiness", the only thing we do ob¬ 
ject to is the influenoe that might have grown out of these interests 
on the witnesses in the oase. 

Quantity is not so potent in determining credibility of tes¬ 
timony as id quality,and we feel safe in that respect,it wont do to 
say that they probabilities ure that the witnesses for the prosecution 
were as truthful as were those of the defenoe, for the faot stands that 
while the testimony of the witnesses for the defenoe is devoid of any 
suspioious oirourastanoe.as shown by evidenoeyithat of the witnesses for 
the proseoution teems with oontradiotions and the witnesses are self 
confessed interested parties,it wont do to say that perhaps oross exam 
ination of the witnesses for the defence,might have shown up inaooura- 
cies,for the opportunity for cross examination was present,and being 
waived leaves the testimony intaot.and it oar, not be attaoked. 

We do not oare to place too muon stress upon the influences 
exerted by the prosecution in the examination of its witnesses before 
plaoing them on the stand,and I want to right here to disavow any in¬ 
tention to impute any improper motives or pmotices to the Judge Advo¬ 
cate of this commission,if I did not have the oonfidenoe in his fcntcgr 
rity and honesty of purpose, that 1 have,I would have hesitated about b 
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taking part in tha oaae at all,but the fdot ranina that it la more 
than probable that in the frequent examinations and investigations, the 
number of times these witnesses have been required to tell theirs/ory 
that their minds have beoaae so suraftarged with the desires or hopes o 
of the prosecution, that the Judge Advooate has unintentionly and un- 
oonoiously direoted the minds of these people into the grooves that 
would serve to substantiate the olaime of the prosecution, an unoonoiouy 
misstatement of ffeot or unintentional exaggeration has just as muoh 
effeot upon the mind of those who near it as a deliberate and wilfUll 
perjury,and is just as hurtfiil to the person against whom it is direct¬ 
ed. 


Poloniuo was not bribed,he was nof oajoled,he was not purchased 
into exolaiming *'tis very like a whale" no his doing so was simply a 
desire to drop into and humor the phantasy of the diseased brain of 
his demented Prinoe,and that is our position on this proposition,we 
believe that the prosecution in its numerous questionings of these 
witnesses gave direotion to their minds, so fhr as Braganza was oonoern- 
ed. 


Do I hear it suggested that their are questions not oovered 
by the testimony, involved in this oase?,if it aan be possible that 
there are those who believe that,I say to them,no,there is no question 
not oovered by testimony, that this Commission oan consider it its deter 
mination of this oase,the only question before this Commission id the 
guilt or innooenoe of the aooused,and that question must be determined 
by the evidenoe heard in the oase,and the weight given it,no extraneou' 
questions has any lodgment in this oase. 

Now suppose the Commission,in the exeroiso of its mature 
judgment should find that it believed the witnesses for the proseoutio 
88 above those for the defenoe,it may be pertnent to have presented 
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to it an altornatlvo proposition.If it believes tl»t franolsoo Bra- 
gansa was present at tha killing of these Spanish prisoners,that he 
did direct the killing,that he was the superior offioer present, I say 
that assuming that the Cotanission vill so determine,and find that say, 
then ve direot your attention to the oonditions obtaining at that time 
ve are forbid by the rules governing arguments to oall your attention 
to the faot that but a fev seeks before this killing,the Spanish troop 
had slaughtered over five hundres natives in the neighborhood of Daet, 
this estoppel prevents our urging that in extenuation of the offenoe 
oharged in this oase. You are familiar sith the faots of these prisons' 
era being sent from pillar to post,no one would take oare of them,the 
commanders were suooessively ordered not to 'permit them to fall into 
the hands of the Amerioans under any oircumatanoea,under penalty of 
death. This order was primarily from Aguinaldo and it does not require 
any atretoh of im a gi na tion to determine what that meant, "under no oire- 
oumatanoe8 let the Amerioans get them",that meant nothing more nor 
leae than that if the Amerioans pi'.shed them too olosely the prisoners 
were to be killed,there oan be no other interpretation of the langua¬ 
ge. Aguinaldo who advised his befooled followers to take up the Gueril¬ 
la warfare against the Amerioana,was not any too good to give suoh or¬ 
ders ae would forever silenoe any of the adherents of his old enemies, 
that he might have in hia hands,and that is where the responsibility f 
for the murder of these prisoners belongs,no matter who was direotly 
oharged with,or oarried the orders out. 

Owing to the reported arrival of the Amerioans government wa 
succeeded by ohaos ,excitement and fear possessed every one,and aotin 
under the orders to not ermxt these prisoners to fall into the hands 
of the Anerioans,under any oiroumstanoes.it is only a matter of surpr 
prise to me that they were allowed to live as long as they did.These 
people had no government,they knew nothing about Laws of Nations,they 
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knew nothing about the right of the United States to the sover¬ 
eignty of these Islands, they knew nothing for the tint being,but 
that they had in their hands Boats of those who were responsible 
fbr the murder of the Filipinos at Dset,let them not fall into 
the hands of the Amerioans under any oirouinatanoes. 

Fe feel that, when the Commission takes the oase into consid¬ 
eration that they will see that the weight of unbiased testimo¬ 
ny is in fhvor of the aooused,and feeling that his interests will 
not suffer,we leave the oasr'ln your hands.

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Argument of tho Judge advocate. 

X have the honor to preeent to the Commleeion the following 
argument In thie oase. The aooused, Franoieoo Braganxa is oharged 
with a violation of the laws of war in several format 
First: With the murder of Antonio Plana, Sebastian Kunez, Antonio 
Conjo, Manuel Lobo and others, all Spanish prisoners, to the number 

at 

of 103 mor*,108s} these prisoners being in his oustody and guarded 
by soldiers under hie command. 

Seoond: That he did oause<and allow the bodies of these prisoners 
thus murdered to be denuded of their clothing and left to be devoured 
by the dogs of the neighborhood. 

Third! That he did take,) steal and oarry away or cause to be taken 
and delievered to him all money, jewelry, and other valuables found 
on the persons of the prisoners. All this in time of insurrection 
against the United States. 

Prisoners of War: 

The laws of war, as practiced by civilized nations,aooord to 
prisoners of war the most considerate treatment that oiroumstanoes 
permitted The wounding of prlsoners,or the infliction of additional 
lnjurlss upon those already wounded and helplesB^ls discountenanced 
as offensive ftika alike to humanity and the rules of olvillzed war¬ 
fare. Their clothing and personal effects should be seaured to them; 
and every consideration of honor and humanity should prevent their 
captors from acts of aggression against them in their utterly help¬ 
less and defensslsss condition. Prisoners of war are not without 
rights: it is lncumbenj’ upon their captors to provide protection, 
food, medical attendance and any comforts that may be available. 

The Story of the crime. 

About the middle of yeb. 1900, the U. S. forces arrived by sea 
in the province of canarlnen Sur, landing at San Miguel Bay; pro¬ 
ceeding by several routes therefrom to the town of Nueva Caceres, 
where they arrived Feb. 22nd. Prior to this date the piltpino Oover-*- 
ment, by lte military foroes, held as prisoners of war, a number of 
"-7 Spanish soldiers, who had been captured at various times in the 

Southern part of Luzon, the military government being made to give 
them the proper food, clothing and quarters, as was their right, took 
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measures to prooure them the sane by billetting them on the towns 
of the provinoe, under charge of the various presldentes, who in turn 
dlrideaLthem among the oltlsens, by who 9 they were fed,and treated 
as servants* During ths month of peb. 1900,these prisoners, so distri 
buted, were concentrated for .the purpose of sending them lorth for 
better proteotion and security. On Peb. 2oth, a portion of them, to 
the number of 173 were at Libmanan; the proximity of the American 
troops altered tht original plan for their disposition, and, under 
order of a Pilipino military commander in that town, they were started 
under charge of an escort of bolomen for Nueva Caoeres. 

They did not travel by the regular road but crossed the rice 
fields and woods, staying Tuesday night in Mambolo, a small barrio 
and reached Pamplona 10 A.H. Wednesday, peb. 21st; there they were 
t urned over to a representative of the presldente, who in turn for¬ 
warded them under another escort to 8 an Fernando, t^smrto Mllaor, then** 
to Nueva Caoeres,^presidents of each town furnishing the escort to 
the next. They arrived at Nueva gaceri at about 7 p. M. ^ The same 
day-upon arrival at this point their guards were met with order:to 
turn back, as the American forces were known to be at Calabanga (^) 
miles from Nueva Caceres. The prisoners, by tnis time, were foot¬ 
sore and weary and hungry, but were escorted back to San wernando, 

where they remained all that night 

The condition of the people of the towns in the localities 

mentioned were panic striven. The Americans were coming.and terror 
prevailed. Non-combatants were seeking to escape* Pilipino soldiers 
were gathering, and the Spanish prisoners were fo nd to be a consider¬ 
able source of annoyance and care; orders were in existence that at 
all hazards these prisoners were not to be allowed to fall into the 
hands of the Americans. The w llitary authority was in control, and 
the civil officials were deserting their posts. The Spanish priso¬ 
ners must look therefore to their military captors alone for pro¬ 
tection and care. 

Jose Galicia was president* of San Fernando and Francisco -Brag- 
anza was his lieutenant of police. Braganza also held the ofdioe of 
Commandant* of Regulars of the Filipino military forces. 

On Wednesday night when the Spanish prisoners stayed in ^an 
Fernando, they were fed by the municipality and guarded by the police 
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of th* town, larly on th* morning of Jhureday, jr^b. 22nd, th* 
aoousad, granoisoo Braganz*, paid eaoh of th* prisoner* a arm 11 
•um of money, amounting to about 0 l/4 o*nta gold. After to* payment 
thay wara marched from Ban yernando undar charge of a sergeant, cor¬ 
poral and twelve polloaman of §an Fernando, with ordara to deliver 
th* prlaonara to th* preaidant* of Mllaor; "upon arrival naar Mllaor 

th* guarda wara dlraotad to prooaad with th* prlaonara to Minalabag,

whioh they did, arriving there about noon. Th* town waa full of 
Filipino soldiers who ware gathering at that place. The preaidant* 
of that town did not receive th* prlaonara. The prlaonara were pre¬ 
paring and eating their dinner h*r*,wh*7i, without giving them all an 
opportunity to finish, th* aoouaed, Francisco ^raganza , assumed 
charge of them, and with an increased guard of 30 of th* soldiers, 
beside the ^an Fernando polio*, thay were ordered to proceed on their 
march.

There were plenty of guards for auoh a dsfonnslssB and worn body of 
men, and had It bsan the Intention of tholr oustodlan to march them 
peacefully to any point, It is quits probable their progression 
would hare been impeded by %h**r- bonds. After thn prisonera were 
tied, Bragansa gave orders that they should be robbed of their money, 
Jewels and valuables which he caused to be delivered to hlmaelf. 

After the robbery wits over, Braganza ordered the prisoners to pro¬ 
ceed in the directio:i of the mountains and woods. About ten prisoners 
were assigned to each guard, t. ey thus proceded about a lie. This 
must have been a fearful march, tied as they were; weary and footsore 
and undoubtedly expecting death every moment. During this march the 
accused instructed his subordinates and guards f >uvt upon a signal by 
whistle, to be given by him, the guards should begin killing the prls 
b oners. After marching about one mile,the eignal was given, the whis¬ 
tle wae blown by the accused„and the slaughter began; the guards,pol¬ 
ice and soldiers fell upon the prisoners who were tied,and defe-se- 
less and helpless. Those of them who were strong enou^fc.nade a 
break for liberty a-.d many succeeded in escaping; many others were 
cut down by Volos, clubs.and spears ar.d murdered in cold blood) 
Francisco Braganza standing by, threatening his guards with his revol¬ 
ver, encouraging, directing ar.d abetting Jhe murderous assault. One 
witness testified that he^shot three prisoners with his own hand. 

He was in co raar.d, his police of c an Fernando, accustomed to obeying 
h ie orders, served him well, and this military rank was authority for 
all to obey. The action must have been euch ns to impress all who 
saw it, and cause a never failing imrrer.elon upon their memory; it 
wae an act unwarranted by a y condition of war or peace, custom or law 
and unprecedented except in the history of sAvage races. 

Theee poor defenseless prisoners had, prior to their falling 
into the hards of the nccuaed, been accorded protection and security. 
The preeidenfes of the towns throug which they passed had been in¬ 


structed to give 


evidence shows that no such f.-te 


they met wit}. .was intended for t'en. The conductors cr guards es¬ 
corting them, fro- Llbrar.an through the various towns had received, 
and delivered in turn,orders to send these prisoners on to safety, 
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and this It in fair to assume was with a view to eoroe final and leg- 
ltimato disposal. When they left San Fernando Thursday morning it was 
under conditions of haste, as the Americans were approaching. The 
presldentes of Miloar and Minalabag could not receive them. It was 
then that the accused must have conceived the idea for their final 
disposal. These defenseless men toust have become a burden to their 
captorsand instead of seeking some honorable solution of the problem, 
they were fouly murdered to get rid of them; their lives were for¬ 
feited because they were soldiers, made prisoners while serving their 
country in a foreign land. Sebastian Nunez, Antonio plana and lfanuel 
Lobo were seen and recognized after their death.in the field. The 
eye-witnesses testify to ■aving seen from ten to twenty-five dead 
on the field. 

After the slaughter was over, Bragan za gave orders that the 
guards should go after the e caping prisoners and kill them 

Patricio Alimano, a witness for the jrosecution, saw the accused 
with his family in Tintin on Friday afternoon after the killing was 
over, and the guards had hesn ssnt to hunt and capture those who had 
escaped. By an inspection of the map, hereto appended, it will be 
seen that Tintin is but a short distance fro- the Beene of killing, 
and r ight be traveled on foot in an hour and a half or Icbb tine. On 
Saturday orning it was reported to some of the police of 8an Fer¬ 
nando who were in Orialbo, a part of that town, that some escaped 
Spanish prisoners had been captured in Lupi, a place nearly midway 
between San Fernando and Mlr.alalag. Sergeant Adriano Nunez, of the 
San Fernando police, who had not fceon present at the slaughter of 
the prAvlous day, gathered his men and proceeded early in the morn¬ 
ing to Lupl, where he found 30 of those who had escaped from Iroan 
the Preceding day? Shortly after Nunez's arrival there, the accused 
appeared and gave orders to have al the prisoners tied. This was 
dons, after which all the prisoners were escorted to the woods, the 
accused accompanying then; after an hour's march the accused ordered 
them killed. The scenes of the preaeding day were enacted, ten at 
least of that party are knowr. to have perished, some again escaping. 
Upon the return of the accused to Lupi another party of prisoners 

were found and these were in turn tied and taken away to their death.

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On Sunday, the fallowing day, fob. 26th, a party of 6? who had 
e soaped from Zroan and had boon gathered up by the friendly offloialo 
wore proceeding along the road near Mlnalalag in the direotlon of 
Vtteva Oaoeree under onarge of Justo Luoban, a Filipino offioial, and 
hlo medioal aealetant Sr* Antonio Caraeooeo, when they were met by the 

t// r 

aoouoed, who held a conversation with Luoban respeoting^esdaped prls- 
onora atlll euppoeed to be in hiding in the mountalno in the vlolnlty. 

Theee 67 prloonera were eufferlng from wounde received at Iroan 
on Friday, and moot of them were without clothing of any kind. They 
•tated to a wltnese, Sr* Caraeooeo, that they had eeoaped maeeaore 
at Iroan and were eeeking relief* 

Proof of the Story: 

How do we know that the eeeential featume of the foregoing story 
are truef By the best proof in the world, that of eye-witnesses* I 
do not purpose to go into detailed aooount of the testimony of the 
witnesses for the prosecution, but will only state that their testi¬ 
mony to the prlnolpal and important facte was entirely consistent. 
They agree as to time, plaoe and principal incidents* It is true thal 
some inconsistencies existed in the testimony of some of the wit¬ 
nesses, and there was a contradiction or two, these were in minor 
details, and I believe was the result of nervousness on the part of 
the witnesses* The proven facts are that Braganza was present as 
alleged in the charges, ordering, directing, aiding and abetting in 
the murder of Antonio Plana, Sebastian Hunes and Manuel Lobo and other 
nares unknown to the number of at least twenty-five. That theee men 
were robbed of their valuables by the accused,and by others,by his 
orders; that at least two were tied to trees, and that one was seen 
to be in a mutilated condition. 

Why more were not seen, if more there were, is due probably to 
the haste with which the guards left the scene in search of the es¬ 
caping prisoners* 

The Flotlon of an Alibi. 

The defense presented ten witnesses who testified that the acoused 
was present at Tlntln some distance from Iroan, during Thursday, 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, Feb 22nd to 25th inclusive, this during 
the time of the acts alleged in the charges. 











Tho principal feature of tholr •▼ldonoo is that they distinctly re¬ 
member Thursday, Friday , Saturday and Sunday of last yearJ and that 
thoy wars nsarly all constantly in the presence of the aooused during 
those days. They agree aery nicely on those points, but seem f hazy 
on most others. For instance, one woman states that she was a guest 
In the house of the acoused at Tlntln for three days, and that there 
were several other people there and yet she oould not tell who they 
were. I will not attempt to tear into shreds the testimony of any 
one witness of the defense, but I will say that unlike the witnesses 
for the prosecution, who were "all of one type the testimony of one 

h 

being a sample of the rest, the witnesses for the defense were all 
varied so far an memory of detailed events during the time described 
by them at Tlntln. 

The scenes and incidents enacted at Iroan or Friday, and at 
Lupi on 8unday were undoubtedly such as to impress themselves upon 
the minds of the beholders, but what suoh impresedthose who were liv¬ 
ing galAelx quietly at Tintin. They all claim to have never even 
heard of any Spanish prisoners, either alive or dead, before or after 
this period. This seems improbable, for the massacre of these pris¬ 
oners was known throughout the country. These witnesses knew all 
about the Americans, but had not the slightest idea as to where their 
own soldiers were; there seers to have been a pitiable lack of infor¬ 
mation a* this place at that time. It is very improbable that a Com- 
mandante of Regulars would remain in his house quietly, principally 
in pajamas and In bed when his gggnfw countrymen and soldiers were 
in aotive preparation to repel the invaders. THe witness who sold 
the cow to the acoused on Friday and who had six more left In Lupi 
disposed of then at first by having them die of disease in June, but 
when hard pressed finally abandoned them 8unday morning in Lupi when 
he escaped. The witnesses for the defense and prosecution were all 
very inaccurate and uncertain as to the time of day that certain tblnp;. 
occurred; that must necessarily be so as their only means of telling 
time is to indicate the position of the sun; to put this into the 
representative numerals confuses then and causes inaccuracies. Dis¬ 
tances',also are doubtfdl, nan.” having but the simple standard of the 
















time it takes to amoke a cigarette ,to apply to a distance travelled. 
While these inaccuracies ma. seem at the time to impair their testi¬ 
mony, I believe it does not do so materially. 

The Junior counsel for the defene^atates that the witness* for 
the prosecution >iad a certain interest in giving their testimony, 
and infers that this interest led them to fabrloate testimony not 
sustained by facts. The counsel fails to state w mt that‘Interest is. 
I cannot let this opportunity pass without resenting the imputations 
made by the Junior counsel in his argument; he disavowed any inten¬ 
tion to impute Improper motives or practices to the Judge Advocate, 
but * still believes that "It is more than probable that in the fre¬ 
quent examinations and investigationsthe number of times these 
witnesses have been requested to tell their etory, that th«4r minds 
have b seems surcharged with the desire or hopes of the prosecution 
and that the Judge Advocate has unintentionally and unooneclouely 
directed the minda of these people into the groove that would serve 
tto substantiate the claim. of the prosecution." 

The quotation from Shakespeare , that of PolAnlue and the demented 
prlnce ? whlch/'ueed by the junior counsel for the defense.ae an illus¬ 
tration of how the Judge Advocate probably elioited testimony from the 
witnesnes for the prosecution; A le very much like a direct oharge, and 
‘he Judge Advocate hesitates to consent to being llkenedxmndmnto 
the "-Hemented prince". The prosecution is accused, through ite numer 
ous questioning of the witnesses, of giving direction to their minds 
as far ae Braganza was concerned. These are all preposterous, state¬ 
ments, w-iich would lead one to believe that the "demented prince ■ 
is on the other elds of the fence. What does the counsel mean by 
• Frequent Examinations and investigation", and ■ the number of times 
they have been required to tell their story" and in another place 

"the 8tar scholar." It looks very much as if the counsel believed

■■MiMiiy Unconsciously or o^ierwis* the witnesses for the prosecu¬ 
tion have never been cajoled, led, directed or forced, if I may quote 
again, into "Humoring the phantasy of the diseased brain of the 
demented prince"; thereby accomplishing the desires and hopes of the 
prosecution. The desire of the prosecution, so far as the judge Ad¬ 
vocate has been concerned, has been to present this case to the Com¬ 
mission with as much care as possible; to present the whole truth 
of the 'Hatter in question, bo that in the end that Co:mission might 
render Impartial justice. It is the hope of the prosecution that 
Justice will be don*.

Those of the victim*, who were strong enough, bound as 
they were, made a break for liberty and aoound ordered them 
pursued and killed. On the following morning It waa reported 
to accused that thirty of the escaped prttoaera bad been 
recaptured at Lupl, whereupon be proceeded there,' ordered 
them bound, conveyed to the wood*, and again Ufe ace nee'of 
the preceding day were enacted. Returning to Lupl, ao- 
cutted found another party of his recaptured victimaand these.

Such are the eatabllahed facta In the foregoing case, offset 
by a weak, Ineffective and wholly unconvincing attempt on the 
part of tlie accused to prove an alibi. 

From official records It appears that about one-half of the 
prisoners escaped and, after devious wanderings under cover 
of the tropical vegetable growth and wooded lands. In small 
parties and after mueh suffering, finally reached safety within 
the American lines. 

In this relation. It Is deemed tltting to cite the now histori¬ 
cal fact that the chiefs of the insurrection, in pursuance of a 
deliberate polk-y, did their utnawt to prevent tbe United 
States from fulfilling its desire and assumed obligation to 
employ its best efforts to return Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of these chiefs to Spain. In what manner this cruel 
policy could serve the cause of the insurrection, passes or¬ 
dinary comprehension. This much Is true, however: out of 
the spirit of this policy and the stringent orders issued to 
their subordinates, that they slwuld by all means in their 
power prevent, tlie rescueof Spanish prisoners hv the American 
troop*, sprang the motive for a crime in which they must 
bear a full share in the responsibility. That these chiefs made 
the act of the accused their own. is evidenced by the fact 
that they did not bring him to trial therefor, nor cease to 
continue him in office, thereby in effect extending to him 
their approlwtion and confidence. In this, it is believed, 
they lie!Rived the lielter sentiments «»f the Filipino people 
and demonstrated their lack of comprehension of the means 
of governing humanely and wisely. History will surely record

A It la not of rery great importance, I only waited to point out 
thnt In addition to the defendants sitting hare In the defendants* dock, 
also the nan Pieter, frea the concentration oa^> u uchenwald, carries com 
responsibility. In 1943, then the caap was opened, until the c*«p was 
declared to be an independent caa*> in the eimtr of 1944, during that 
tine Pieter was the highest authority in the comp. He conducted regular 
inspect lone of Canp Dora and he ileo saw all the adeery that was going 
on there and he did nothing to discontinue that. This is all.

Q "nd that when the medicines which were removed by 
the SS were valuable medicines, and some of the less valuable 
ones were allowed to got through to the prisoners? 

A I would like to formulate tho answer in the following 
way* Before the order was Issued prohibiting the prisoners 
from receiving International !?ed Cross packages, the prisoners 
in many cases brought us those medicines that tney received 
in the packages to the hospital 30 that they could be used for 
the sick people, especially in the French packages very value0© 
medicines were contained such as grape sugar, and other 
nourishing things, strength providing things, but from that 
point on when tho packages were not handed over to the prisoners' 
any more and somebody olso was in charge of the Poet Office c . > 
we did not receive any medicines except houdacho powder, but 
from that point on we did not receive any more the valuable 
medlcinos, therefore we had to draw the conclusion that beoauee 
the packages themselves remained the sane that these things 
are being withheld from us. 
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4 In other word*, the sole reason whioh you want to give this 
court that you know that these valuable rredtoirea were withheld from you 
was that at on* time they were in the packages s-d at another time they 
were no longer in the packages? 

A Yes, and beoaue the packages of the International Red Cross 
were packed aoeordtng to a standard way, we could not believe that from the 
same moment that Andrew took ever tho post office the International Red Croaa 
would ohange the oontants of the package. 

4 Nevertheless, you never saw Andrae renove any mediolnes from any 
packages, did you? 

A He took that away excluding the public or at least excluding the 
prisoners' presence. 

4 Is it not a faot that all these paokagea were opened foroanaor- * 
ehip in front of the prisoner witnesses? 

A The censor reasons were told us from the beginning. It we* at 
tha time when the packages were still distributed among the prlaonera. They 
had to be oenaored before that by an man — that means an RS man had looked 
through them to see whether there wasn't anything oontained in them whioh 
wee decorous to the state. This waa conducted in the presene* of prisoners, 
but when the complete oentente of the packages were taken away at that time 
there were no prisoner* nresert.

It might 
be possible that somebody, rr.aybe even I myself — I do not recall any more 
today — had added a oause of death. There was nothing else that oould be 
dors. 

Q 5o, in other words, you fi 11. d in the cause of death on these 
death oertlfioates without your personally knowing what the oause wasj is 
that correct? 

A I oar not recall-that ard I* do not vjant to admit It in thie mean¬ 
ing, but it might be theoretically poasible that if I do not liave a corpse 
here any more and the *8 men oould not tell me what the oause of death waa 
that we had agreed upon soma kind of causa of death, whereby he would have 
said, **I recall that he waa suffering on a heart ailment," and we might have 
put down "heart tuberculosis," whereby in this case, of oourse, the responsi¬ 
bility was oarrled by the PS men because he,would have had to correct it.

The people, when 
they saw Riokhey together with Simon, hid behind parte or disappeared to 
the latrine, because it always meant a report, that means almost being 
beaten to death during these Interrogations by Detmers or by the Gestapo 
office of hiedersaoheworfen, Buehring. Once 1 sew Riokhey at the loading 
station of the electric oars. I don't reeer.ibor whon this was* I have for¬ 
gotten the time.

He believe that so many people were em¬ 
ployed therei he asked how many people were employed here aid chased the 
others away, haturally, 1 also disappeared, oeoause at that time he was 
master of life and death in the tunnel. If he had made a report to tha 
Security f-ervioe about sabotage or sometliirg else, that meant death. That 
is why I didn't want to come into personal contact with him.

A No.

frlenda, a doetor. X attacked him in the blook during the diatributlon of 
food and 1 told him that he rauot tell me what happened to my friend. 

Q Whatt haa that got to do with T'oeserf 

A I had to go to Uooaar for thia matter. Tho oapo roportod thla 
to tho camp loader that 1 had boat him. and I waa there for an interroga¬ 
tion or investigation at -oesor’s. Re listened to everything what I had 
to a ay to him* ho did not boat net threw ua out and he said, "In the oamp 
you oan boat each other to deatht that la imwterial to no." That la all.

A Hal ache in had ths rank of a medioal orderly or ho waa a nodical 
aaalatant in the SS dispensary and he cams to the'dispensary or hospital 
to Dora whan he needed something. He received things from our capo, as 
well aa food. But ono thing was very interestlng about thia uedleal orderly 
that he waa always called either by netware or by Sandora for aooret burn¬ 
ings. In the ausflar of 1944 I waa in the crematorium. In the anall crema¬ 
tor iun down below in tho oamp. I control lad lata at night the death oer- 
tifloates with the oapo. Maisoheln oame along together with another blook 
loader and threw ua out. I went to Blook 16 and then to the delousing 
station and. out of curiosity, I wont from tho oamp street, around the back, 
to tho crematorium. I ear a cart, or a wagon, with four wheels full of 
dead bodies In civilian olothea. Two of these had light working olotheo, 
or light working combinations. The oapo Fox had to return from the crema¬ 
torium because they didn't knowhow to work til* oil opening — the little 
point that goes into the oil. They didn't know how to work that. Be had 
to set that for them and had to disappear again. Than 6 or T men were burned 
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aeoretly. The Tu*xt sorning l reported thin to Dr. •vahr and I wanted to 
krow If I should ooint these people In at tho roll oali a» prisoners, and 
he said that ha w<uld inquire about this. Wy o lerk, Polak, l sent to the 
gate and there to learned that these people had arrived in the bunker alivej 
there they were liquidatedj there was no shooting in the bunkerj and then 
during the night they were burnedj ard abcut these things the oano Fox told 
me that thle was a f liar f s combination. Dr. Kahr told me, "Honda off from 
thie matter. You don't knew anything and I don't want to know anything 
either." That was all that I hoard abo-it this matter*

A Fever one word was said* That was strictly seoret. But at that 
tin* Deticers had Jaischein woke up at 11«S0 at night and through Dr* Kahr'a 
telephone, so somebody in thie group must know what kird of people these 
were.

Q You said that Fox told you that this was a flier's combination? 

A He saw these people close up — from oloser — and it was something 

with a sipper.

A Yes, but there were various sections, for example, a seotion for 

contagious diseases. Some of these sections required more beds and at 
certain times while an epidemic was raging, for example, up to thrae patients 
would be placed in one bed because it was impossible to place these patients 
with oontagiotie diseases, into the section for purely internal diseases, or 
into the section for purely surgical purposes.

A In my section there was always a lack of or shortage of beds. 

When t.)» beds were empty, patients from 11 e so-called reoonvalescent block 
were taken in — recuperation block._ The translation should not be roconvales- 
oent because tuese people were actually sick people for whom no beds were 
available. In civilian life it would have been necessary to quarter euoh 
people aa we had in the reouperation blook in a first olass hospital. 

Q Now, Doctor, whioh of these aoouaed in this dook is responsible 
for this shortage of beds? 

A 1 don't know. It is possible that the responsibility lies with 
a person who was in charge of health or sanitary conditions in concentration 
oamps. All I know is that we had a special reouperation or reoonvaleaoent 
blook whioh was located up above the Block 39, 

q But you oo.)Id not say — can you. Doctor? — that any on# of theae 
accused was direotly responsible for your poor medical faollitiesj is that 
correct? 

A I wanted to oontinue. The•so-called reoonvalesoent or recupera¬ 
tion blook was not finished for three months because no Inmate for work was 
assigned to us by the labor service. 1 had to allocate the nurses and bath 
masters within the hospital for this type of work. For a period of two or 
three hours a day they first did the levelling of the ground'and then actually 
participated in the building of the block. I personally worked there with 
a piok and a shovel. And this was probably up to Jaoobi, who was supposed 
to build, or, have this built. In such a blook I would have been able to 
quarter at least 180 seriously ill individuals. 

Q No, Doctor, - 

A The labor service managenmnt could have used experts, carpenter* 
in order to quickly accomplish the work. You can so© that there is a dose 
connection and that it Is not possible to consider any of the aooused here 
as an isolated individual not connected with all the conditions as they 
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prevailed in the canp, This was a minor example. 

All right, now. Doctor, who was the SS officer who was primarily 
responsible for the medical and sanitary facilities in your camp? 

A Dr* Kahr — my superior! and Dr, Plaara before him, 
i} Do you know, of your can' knowledge, what steps, if any. Dr, Kahr 
took to improve these conditions? 

A There the reports which were submitted by Dr, Kahr to Hrugosrski 
at the D-3 offioc in Berlin, And I oan remember also that reports were 
sent to Lolling stating that people were without ooats in aamp, that they 
were running about in ragged olothes and had to wear one set of eletbes for 
as long as one to three months. It was also stated in these reports that 
they had no opportunity to wash themselves. And they also made a report 
about the spotted fever epidamic in camp. While this epidexdo was raging 
a high ranking offloer was sent down by the D-5 offioe. Dr. lehr did every¬ 
thing that was soientifioally possible, and I have to add here, that with our 
■ help. We as men who came from Ausohwlts fought this epidemie over a period 
of 27 days. We were given bed linen upon his request. Before that tlma 
men in the tunnels lay on stones and had no blankets. 

Q How, Dootor Cespiva, in addition to these reports whloh Dr, Kahr 
made, did he neke any requests or appeals to the administration in camp 
to improve or raise the medioal facilities standards in oampT 

A 1 think it would be better If Dr, Kahr himself would dear this 
matter up here, 

Q Now, Dootor, I am Just asking you if to your knowledge, if you 
know of any auoh requests or reoommndations that hs made to the camp 
administration? 

A He turned in a request oonoemlng the delivery of rest slips,- 
and I thought he talked about the other one, ' 

4 Do you know whether he requested additional buildings from the * 
administration of the oamp? 
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A I don’t. 

^ Doctor, why is it that these reports about whioh you speak were 
sent to Berlin rather than the oamo administration? 

A Vfhile nroduotion of these V-2, that. Is to say, seoret weapons, 
was very important — a situation which was used by Dr. Kahr so that he 
sent his reports not to the oamp administration itself but dlreotly to 
Berlin. It is eery likely, however, that in an officers ’ oonferenoe with 
the oommandant Foersohner end other oamp officers he talked about the situ¬ 
ation. I never was present during such conferences, however. 

<4 Now, Doctor, did it ever happen that some of the dootore, prisoner 
doctors, who were working under you showed a fevoritlem to tome patients 
by taking them Into the hospital when they were not as siok as some of the 
people who were turned sway?

The rest of tne 60 were to be employed as specialists in the Thyra plant 
whicn produced planes, Ikiring tne first two weeks the plant protecting 
service leader didn't want to let tne 60 spooiulists Into tne faotory* 

Inose 60 Jews remained all this time at tno blook. They were employed on 
different errands snd work within the oamp. It was done tniu way. The Jews 
wers oalled to line up in front of the building and then led down from tho 
second floor* lined up snd tnsn one or two or 'tore of thorn were picked out. 

Then the Jews were ordered to go back to their billets on the sooond floor* 
and when they arrived tnere tney were oalled back down again, Ono or tv,o

The Jews escaped in the direction of the stair* 
case. Ulbrioht chased them, kicking end beating them, this ti ww with 
hit fiat baoause he had no club or stick with him. When he reached the 
staircase he pushed the last ones down the at air op as so that the whole 
group fell down the etaira. At this mm tints ho wee laughing# Ln sev¬ 
eral otttfr occasions I saw individual Jews beaten and chased by Ulbrioht# 
Whenever* Jew mounted the steps to the third floor he asked in the first 
place if the clerk Ie present. If somebody wanted to make a stupid prac¬ 
tical jol:o he told the Jew that the clerk ie not present, unci then the 
clerk beat the Jew up# 

Q This incident you spoke about Ulbricht throwing tha Jewish in¬ 
mates down the steps, how many steps were U.eraC 

A It was a simple staircase whioh led only in one direction and 
I think there were about 22 steps# 

Q Would these lnmtea be thrown down to the eecond floor or down 
to th» first floor? 

A 1 saw only thrt they were pushed down from the third to the 
second floor# What happened then 1 don't know. 

w How many such Incidents did you personally observe? 
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A I am sure I saw mat e than tan of them* However, 1 would straw#

Q Do you know what kind of reports Ulbrioht kept? 

A Uo far aa I know he hod to maintain the following reportsi About 

tha strength of tha inmates in the oamp itself} how many of them ware 
assigned to a detail} how many of them were in the dispensary and how many 
were in the mortuary so as to get the whole strength of the oaap. Besides. 

1 know that he went twiee, if I am not mistaken, every week with a truok 

to Dora in order to bring supplies, clothes, eto# In short he was a 
dictator of the oamp. 

Q Do you have any idea of how many people died at Rottlebarode 

t tr 

while you were there? 

A This la very hard to tell. However, I heard that from tha main 
oamp in Uora the question was asksd from Hottlsberoda why the death rate 
was so high in Hottleberode. I think there were about five to ten deaths 
every day* 

Q Do you h-ve any idea of tha total number of inmates at 
Rottleberodaf 

A The hl^ieat number of inmates shortly before the evaouation 
was about 1700. ‘here was a blaokbeard down in the building on whioh 
numbers of the inmates were put.

We reached a train in which there w«re already innatee and we joined this 
train* We arrived in Dora at 6 o'olaok in the morning. At 4 o'oleok in 
the afternoon we boarded the train. Th<re was one oovered railroad oar 
for ho dispensary* We left the same evening and then our train went in 
several direotfcns* I ooulda't tell which way beeause we very often earns back 
the same way* Anyway our transport waa finished at West** 
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4 What happened at Meets? 

A he stopped in iieste for about 2 days* on tha ilth of April - 
before noon we learned from Polish and Russian olvilians who lived la 
ideate that Americans were already at a distanoo of IS kilometers. The 
coraanier of the trsrsport, Brauny, spread through Mo oaooea and foreiran 
the news that most orobably >»ere at Kioste at the railroad station will 
be a fight.

A (oo"tlnued) #e wars told that all the healthy Lmaatea and all 
those who could walk should go to a forest ahioh was at a distauoe of 
about 2 kilometers. Ke were supposed to be turned over to tha Amerioars 
at this place. Of course, all the siok people and all those inmates who 
oo.ldn't walk could stay in the railroad oar. We left Uieate at about 
11 or 12 o’olook at noon. So, 1 an. sorry* it uuut have bean about 2 o'clock 
hers baoause wa got for Our way three potatoes. About two or three hundred 
of the alok stayed in blast*. After *• left iieste wa went through tha 
village Meats and after half an hour we were shot at by Aaerioan planes. 

At this tisw our trarsport was dispersed. A part of tue inmates escaped 
and cams back to the train in Meats. <<e met these innates the same 
evening) they were waiting for us on the highway) tuey had been brought 
there by aonao military outfits. They told ua that all those inmates who

A As we were told, this transport was directed in the direction 
of Stendahl and not Gardelegen. As I said before, a military motor bike 
with a German officer passed us. After a short while the same motor bike 
oame baok and the officer asked us, "In which direction are you going? 

The Amerioar.s ere already there in this direction," 

Q Well, V r . Bak, will you desorlbe what hapoened at Gardelegen 
itself? 

A I wanted to tell that we were taken baok from this direction 

and after a short while we couldn't see any BP guards any -norei they were 
hidden somewhere in the unrounding buildings* and during the night from 
the 11th cr the 12th we were free — all of us. But we were again organised 
by the general military outfits, cy the Volkssturm, by the Hitler Youth 
and Oerman administrative units, and were brought to Gardelegen, so that 
part of those inmates spent the night from the 12th and the 13th in the 
barraokt in Gardelegen. I was free with a group of Poles until the 13th 
of April about 2 o'olook p.m. On the 13th at about 11 o'olook a.m, two 
Germans came to the woods where we were in and told us that it was rather 
dangerous for us to stay in these woods* we should go to the next village, 
from where we would be brought to Gardelegen. One of those <?«rn,ans told 
us that the big camn is being organised at Gardelegen Tor all these con¬ 
centration camp inmates who will be turned over in good order to the 
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Amertoans today or maybe the next day. At the sa«e tine we were told by 
Polish and Russian civilians that P9 i.en shot concentration caap instates 
whloh were found alone. On the 15th In the morning we sae that ahead an 
automobile which was Riving signals In different tunes all the time —— 
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Q Mr. Bfctc, ■will you toll wnat happened at Qj rdelegon—-the ln^ortant 
things, not all'tne description loading up to the event? 

A I just wanted to toll why wo wont there. 

Q ’.'/111 you answer rey question,’ please? 

A Ao wont with tnis German to tho next village. I tnlnle tha nama of 
tho village was kipke, and from there w* were brougnt in ears to Oardelogen. * 
When wo roaohod Gardaleyan tha German guard at tk* gat* of tn* camp ordorod 
the German* to got out of our group. Ginoe our group was Polish via had no 
00r«ana tnaro. "a ware brou nt by two guards to tae general group of tne 
lnoiates who wore there already. In ay estimation tnere were about 1,000 of 
then* these Inmates were grouped next to a big bam. We were tnere next 
to the bam at about 4 o*olooie p.n. on the 15th of -“pri 1. >V* stayed tnere 
until dusk* We net a lot of inmates we knew aaa they told us that tney were 
there already sinca yesterday, the 12tu of April, and that they spent the 
hignt at the barracks and that soae of them ot German uniforms. They 
told us that some of them ware brought to Gardelegen by troops, some of 
tnem bv lawnbers of the flitler Kouth, others by oivliians, or the Volkstnrm. 

In tha-evening we were ordered to ,_et up«*-we were sitting. At tnxs t i-xs one 
gate of the’bam was opened and we had to gn into tn* bam. Mhen w# entered 
the bam an Incident Happened, somebody opened fir* witn tne maenine , nm, 
but aiming near to in# inmates, not on tne innate*. At tnis same tiaw an 
American fighter plans flew very lev over tnu bam. lhe German snouted 
tnat this fire was not aimed at the inmates bit that tn* plane nat> fired. 

After some amp all the inmates v/ant into the barn. Tne floor of tno bam 
was covered with straw. The gate was olosed benind us and we went to sleep. 

I should like to mention that the inoates .vno spent tne nignt of tne 12th 
in the barracks wmrs told already tnen tnat they would nave to spend the 
/ following night in tne barn because tnore was not enough room in tne 

barracks and the noxt day they would bs turned over to the Americans.

In tnis selootion took dimon personally part, I don't know if I 
have to tell all about the transport or just lot tho question stay because

A Yos, I worked as interpreter in the political office in Dora, 

and one day camo a transport from Lublin to Dora, and there oomos a Russian 
prisonor out of tha newcomers and came to me to groot me. And he said to 
me that he knows mo bocause he was in Dora and left Dora with one of thie 
thousand prisoner transports. And ne raid to me tnere wore about 160 to 180 
survivors when they arrived in Lublin, Prom this amount several others 
died afterwards, but he was the lucky one who managed to survive and was .

A When one was brought back, the S. D. wanted to know why ha ran 
away, then they wanted to know if he did steal anything on his way or 
not. When he stole even a piece of bread during the night it was the same 
aa a coodaanatlon to be hanged. Usually there was no belief in all that 
th* prisoners said and Wien the answer was not as the S.D. man expected 
it, the beating started, ond usually it waa done eo long that th* pris¬ 
oner was obliged to say "Yea" Just to get away from the beating. And 
even if the protocol waa negative, I mean if the prisoner Juat said "no" and 
the S.D. couldn't prove him anything, the penalty wga usually death under 
the sabotage act or things which looked lllos sabotage.

I had linen end shoes that I had to taka 
cars of, which I later on had to taka' to tha prisoners* supply room, 
which had been thrown aw ay by the SS, vhloh we later on reoelved as 
prisoners. I was in the coup vary often during the day, because 1 was 
s so-called messenger. There were thousands of shirts, underwear, soaks, 
etookings, lying there, pullovers, and so on. These thing* originated, 
as far as I know, from.Rod Cross packages. These ware allotted to tho 
33 and they wore them. Helbig was vary strict towards us. 1 was nsw 
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thera and hi was particularly strict toward no. Ha wanted to boat me 
twloi baoauaa I had laid dowi various piieaa of underwear tha wrong *V> 
but ho did not do ao because hi was prevented from doing so by othor S3 
people who happened to come along at th/1 tine* I was ill and I didn’t 
havo any undsr shirt so 1 put on an undsr shirt of sy own volition, but 
I was going to taka it off again, 1 dl<fc't want to stsal it, and in tho 
svsnlng thara was a control und tha 3S corporal Lao&oh caught me* Ha eaaa 
tha Sudatenland.

the nomenclature by whloh legal proceedings are designated are not tne 
Important tning, we submit, but ratnar vmetner or not the pereon concerned 
committed an offense for wnion no may bo tried by tnie court, juat as in 
tnla oaae here there nroj in tne first instance tne charge alleges a oomm 
design wnieh ic notning but the American word "conspiracy*'. The language 
la "acting in pureunnoe of 6 common aosiji aurtng various periods with eaoh 
other and with divers other persons". 

The faot that people in Ber&en-Eslaan might have oome into the picture, 
and 1 aay tnat purely as a supposition booausj tnoro is no evidence to the 
faot that tnsy dii, but fbr tne sake of aiy argui<»nt lot's assume that they 
did, thoae other persons arc sufficiently enoompassed in tne worda "divers 
other people", so tne phrase "of oth.r people" token por a® without reference 
to any other factor would net be a ground for the allowance of the motion. 

The law is full tf instances of charges of conspirtoy of persona 
unknown and even with persons vmo «t tns tlo of trial were dead. Yet the 
oh urge of oonapiracy stands. The whole ground of the motion, as it sterns 
to me, lies not on the question of personalities but on the question of 
distanoe, the ground being tnat It is conspiracy. Or it oan oe contended 
that the oharge, that this conspiracy was created or oiune into being or waa 
oarrlea out at Dora end around Dora, and tnat the language of tne charge 
itself drops tne consoiraoy witnui the environs or confines of Dora and not 
beyond. <Juet how far "at or near" goes, I an sorry I can't aay, but I do 
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know taxi distances as nuon ax 100 miles have been officially determined 
to coe# witnin tne meaning of the words "at or shout". 

How, it has been arrued that this is a charge tnat thess peoplo 
engafreri in a conspiracy at Dora, out when thoy oa;.so us far as Borgm-Helson 
and went into tno physical oonf me 3 of dergon-ujloon, then they were cleans d 
as far as the future actions of tneee priconors were oonoomed of ovurything 
they had done before. & other words, as s on as thoy had stepped aoroBC 
in imaginary physioal boundary thoy ooula uou be cnar^,ed of v/nat they hud 
done to tnaso people, even if it was a deliberat e forthoranoe of what tney 
nad plannea taid done in Dora. Tnat, to me, may it pi ase the court. Just 
is not sound reasoning, „ 

Mow, ao claim that these pooole, a;iong others, tne accused, entered 
into this conspiracy at Dora and oontinuod to oarry out that oonspiraoy 
until tho foroe of the Allies stopped tnem and not bofbre, how, it isn't 
even argued that what these accused do to tne so prisoners on a transport, 
no matter now long the transport takes, for inutano *, tnxo transport to 
Bergen* Mel sen lasted 11 aays until it -ot to the camp, and everythin," 
that happened on that route no matter how far, no Matter hov. long tnat 
route took to go over, they oan do charged and tried for tnat, hit what 
happened the very next day no matter by ateppin , over a certai' line, they 
are excused from as for os tills court is concmiud. 

Mor, the evidence irn't as clear or tho record isn’t as olear as I 
would liku to see it, 1 am stuck with tho record as far as any argument 
is concerned unless my desiro to Introduce jridenoe to olear up the reoord 
or to introduce additional evidanco at that particular point is allowed, 
but let's take the reoord ns it stands, ho piokod.out I'uiso 160 people? 
Bossier from Dora, Bis name has b an iruntioned in this case a number of 
times, in faot, they ere trying to blame him for everything tnat happened 
In Bora, who else? Mel big. Be was from Dora. And t*o are assuming, 
whicn this oourt haa no rl^ht to do that what they did *ao under orders of 
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somebody elss, ar.d even if it were true, it wouldn't make any difference in 
our opinion. Now, wnen did it nappen? The vary next day. Tne rwoord 
does not ov®n indicate wnether M tne next day" >eang 24 nours or loss than 
24 hours, but there is nothing in the record to state whether it napponed 
one ibot over the boundary lino or 50 feet over the boundary line. 

And then a great deal is made of the fact .tney were taken down to 
another place, an air field, «hat would have been the situation if they 
haa marched these people out from Uora to an air field, and there they 
were made to do what they did at tnat partioular air field, fteuld that 
have excused him beoause it happened at an air field or that somebody else 
was in cowhand it that air 1'ieidf No more than they should be exoluded 
for maxing tnase people work their gits out for the mittelvrerlee. The 
plaoe vmera this na-pened was immaterial. lhey were all present using it. 
That air field might just' as well have been 10 to 15 miles from Dora. 

The only thin*. whioh count a is tnat part which la brouht into effect, 
that they were marched into bor en-Bslaen, and next day marcnad by the 
people wno bossed thorn and murdered them and who generally rai ed hell 
with tne.;., And just beoause it happened in a different s,<ot, tuis man 
cannot be made to be answered for here bofore this court. 

And 1 submit with all aue deferenoe that it was an error of judgment 
on tne port of the court, and with that I now - #k tne court most reapeotfUily 
to reconsider. And Just one otnur thing, No v, the com^osxxion of the 
group, according to the record, was German, so»« rfronohnen, and I 
presume other foreigners. Neither side oojootod and asked to have the 
presumed atriokon from the record, but tne record stands to include 
ftrenehmen, wnloh is unougn to bring it within tho category of persons in 
whom tnis court is interested. Now, the reoord isn't clear, and after 
my final point, 1 want to thank the court for its patienos with <ne, there

Dora, at least that was th3 argument, there is a cloar info enoo in the

But perhaps the more important reason for tha motion of the defense was 
tha logical remoteness of the action from the original operation of the 
oamp Dora, aa it la contained in the charges. It ie a matter of reoord 
thrt tha camp at Bergen Be la an was a separate and distinct unit from the 
canp at Dora and it is not the contention of the defense that simply by 
the closing of an artificial boundary a person con cut himself off from 
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actions which ha o omit tad In tha past. Kara wa hare net a question of 
what the aeouaad did at Dora or on the transport from Dora to Bsloon, 
but something that was done after the arrival at Belaen whsn the logleal 
oonneetion had been eevared and an entirely new operation had been ooa» 
menoed, which new operation waa the aubjeet of a trial by the British 
authorities and was rnitiroly gone into* I respectfully submit to the 
court to the court that in the testimony which the witness gave there 
was a new foree set into motion shore the old force had come to rest* 

Furthermore, the mere Identity of a person, either of the aeouaad or 
identify of victims, bertainly is not enough to justify an ancillary in¬ 
quiry at this time as to what transpired after this new transport waa 
organised* If mere ldantlialness of personnel is going to be the teat, 
then we respootfully submit that this entire ease should have been tried 
in the Buehanwald ease, since almost every single prisoner, mad all of 
these accused who came to Dora came from iaiohenwald and therefore it oan 
be logioally said that the Buehanwald trial should have tried these people 
and should have considered the operation as part of the Buehanwald oper¬ 
ation; and, similarly, if that is the case, then we should be toying theee 
people for what they did at Buehanwaldj and I don't believe that even the 
proseoution would urge that we enter into an inquiry hare as to what these 
accused did at Buehenw&ld* 

In the last analysis, if it please this honorable oourt, this 
whole question is a jaatter of logio and conmonsense. When a oourt is 
going to go into an inquiry about crime or Crimea it la necessary, at 
some place to limit Inquiry as to time and place* Wholly because of 
the clamant of necessity in those War Crimea oases, the charges which 
are filed are so general in nature that It is very doubtful whotlwr they 
could possibly stand up in any civil oourt in the United States or in 
any military oourt of court martial nature* W# recognise that, beeause 
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of necaaaity, because of the ooopo of tho operation, baoauoo of tha dis¬ 
semination of witnesses, it la necessary to ralax thaso rule a somewhat* 
However, to permit m Inquiry into an operation which la not in any way 
logically connected with the operation of Caqp Dora and whioh in no aenao 
could fall within the language, even the vague and general language •ob¬ 
tained in thia charge sheet la, 1 respectfully submit to thla court, open* 
lng tha door to long, exhaustive reaearohea into mat ter a vdiich would never 
permit a eras to be tried on lta merite# 

My honorable colleague propoaea that the oriterian of whan 
the operation of camp Dora rfiould logically oaaae ahould be when it was 
put to a atop by the force of the Allies* Should the oourt adopt that 
aa a oriterian, than, logically, if one of these acouaed had eaoaped 
or passed over into a neutral country and there subjected any prisoner 
from Dora to indignities a thousand miles away, perhaps, since tha force 
of the Allies did net atop him in a neutral country, therefor# wa should 
go into that inquiry aa well* Therefore, in logic find good conaoianoe it is 
my raquaat that tha inquiry be limited to the logical operations of Camp 
Cora and its subdstaila and such transport a aa loft Camp Dora, and at 
that point tha inquiry should cease, aid 1 respectfully request tha 
court to stand on the ruling on the motion wiioh waa made by the defense 
yesterday. 

PROSECUTION: 1 would like to have just a word or two. It 

will prdbably be more than that, but I mean just one idea I want to 
develop. 

I agree with the defense that there must come a time when an 
operation caaaas, but I submit respeotfully to the eoirt that that time 
is not fabricated out of distance or place. Whether these prisoners 
who left Dora under the oontrol of these men maintained their identify 
as a group of Dora prisoners or became merged with the general popula¬ 
tion of Baleen is not a question of time or spaoe or distance but a 

question of fsot as to what took plaos. 
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X have bean seanMng my aind for an analogy to explain the die- 
kinetic n *hioh should be the governing factor ao I oee it, and the only cm 
I eould find X found in the law of oontraot. 

If you deal with an element «uoh as wheat or oom whioh when alxed 
with other sheet or corn loses ite identity and can’t be separated froe the 
reat of the sheet or corn with which it Is nixed y*u have a situation 
analogous to tho situati-n here. 

For lnstanos, If 3 have a saok of corn an somebody steals it on 
me and 1 eat oh him while my com is still in the saok separated frcm any other 
oom I can ejo to court cm>' say, "Gl-’e ns bade my corn. A hat is my onrn,", but 
if that oorn is nixed with somebody olees oom before I (Tab him I can't get 
my oorn baok because it has lor.t its identity by being mixed up with another 
element of the seme kind. The same thing with these prisoners. If they 
had oom to Bergen Baleen and had been picked up by the administration in 
Bergen Belsen and had lost their identity ae a ^roup of prisoners from Dora 
and beoane nurged with the other prisoners at Bergen Belsen so that there no 
longer -ms any way to plek out a group Itself end say, "You are Dora people 
and yru are separate and distiaot fmm Bolson people." If that time had oom 
X agree with tho defense. But the evidence here is all to the contrary, Bo 
far as the evidenoe berore this court in ocnoerned this group of bora 
prisoners were terqporary sojourners in the land of Bergen Belsen ijnd were 
still Dora people subjeot to the sane oontrol of tho Dora people end had never 
passed Into the oontrol of Bergen Belsen* That, I submit to the oourt, is 
the time when the interest of this oourt ooasos and that time hasn't oom in 
thi« ease,

Ho waa eepeelally fond of using tha rubber hose and with that 1 
personally witnessed once ha beat tha Jaw until the nan was done end had 
to ba carried away. And then I recall' another case, it waa the ease of 
a young boy, he waa in charge of quarters end this man was beaten to 
death by tha elerk and somebody else. I do not recall hla naan. Hie 
nans was either Dobravolaky or Dubrovsky, 1 do not know for sura which 
one it la. This parson idiom 1 have Just mentioned waa during tha last 
(ltovalj - dir set) -1919- 
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time charge of quarters in Stamped*. 

W Where moo this young person beaten to death; «nd vton? 

A It woo ooid that this young man had taken soma dollars away 
fro* the Jobs and had not turned than In and on account of that ha was 
tortured and be a tan for five days.

A In caop* 

Q When? An bent you oan remember, when? 

A It was during the night. Of course eveiybotfcr saw it* 

Q What month? Approximately? 

A January, February. 

U What year? 

A 1944. Of course I moan 194$. 

Q By whom was he beaten during these five days, and with what? 

A An far as I hare aeon the clerk and charge of quarters by the 

first name of Tony, beat hi*. Who else beat hi* in addition to that I 
wouldn't know; they beat him with boards fra* the beds and with a rubber 
hoae and Qod knows with what else. 

Q And what finally happened to this young man? 

A Finally he was throiei into the chamber where the dead bodies 

were lying and he was taken swoy and burled like a dead dog.

A For ths prisoners* 

U Dan you toll the court the approximate time, or month, whsn this 
Jaw wps hasten to death by UUbrloht? 

A Thi-t was around December or January* I cannot tell you sxaotly 
ths data* How am 1 expected to know this, because there were beatings go- 
lng on ovary day? 

W These beatings that took place every day, by whom were tiny 
given, and who was being beaten? 

A Everybody was beaten already in the morning* A driver wren got 
beaten with rubber hosea* Then they chased us down for breakfast and ws 
were beaten again* 

Q Now you also reoognlzed Maischaln* What can you tell the court 
about Maischaln? 

A There is only a little 1 oan tell you about Ualsohsln* But It was 
said in camp that whenever Jews would get In t he camp they would not leave it 

alive* 

Q Where did they co;ne, that they didn't leave alive? 

PRESIDENT! Wait a minute* Waa there a correction tto that? 

INTERPRETER CARROLLt But it was said in camp when the Jews got 
there they did not leave alive* Instead of thermometers he had long etleka 
one thicker and longer than the othtr * 

<4 Who had theee thick aticki? 

A They were etanding there in the diepenaary. Whenever a man entered 
the diepenaary for treatment they took hla temperature with thoae sticks, and 
If a men could atand it then they ehaeed him back to work* I wouldn't eay 
that everybody waa beaten that way, because, after all, there were people ly¬ 
ing in the diepenaary, but it did happen to me aleo once, that 1 waa beatan 
in that fashion. And especially Jews wars treated that way. I my self witnessed 
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onoe wh«n kaiechein ami a graat big negro ware beating a man until ha re¬ 
gained lying Ilka a log* 

<4 1 What happened to this man? If you Ijiow? 

A Ha was dragged away by the lege. 1 didn't taka any interest. 

N a knew already whan anybody is dragged away by hia lags he finally comes 
Into the death chamber. 

<4 Uo you know whether or not Jaws ware admitted to the dispensary? 

A Yes* Jews were actually admitted in the dispensary but 1 do not 
kno>< for certain If It is true. 1 only heard that ones they were admitted 
to the dispensary they were beaten In such a terrible way that they finally 
ended up In the morgue. 

Q Now you told the court the t about 350 Jews out of 500 died in 
Kottleberode from November to January, from what cauoea did they die? 

You mentioned some. 

A The cause of their dsuth was not disease or illness; it was 
mistreatment* beatings nd similar things. 

* Now can you mention soma of thee* things that you lnolude in the 
term "similar things"? 

A Those were tlm ruedhods by which they were still alive; that is 
perfectly clear* 

W You have mentioned beatings and you have mentioned the brook 
in Stampede. Can you tall the court some oth-r causes why 350 Jews should 
die in such a short period of time? 

1 There were no oohar causes* except physical exhaustion* 

Q Now you Imve mentioned the fact that those Jews who were taken 
into the dispensary nevsr cams out* Some were beaten to death* Did some 
of them die In the dispensary for eny other reason or through any other 
method? 

A The Jews got there on aooount of injuries which they had received 
during beatings* Of course It did happen also that somebody got there be- 
(KovalJ - direct) -1922- 
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oauaa ha vu actually ill, but It «aa one out of a thousand. 

Q lou o all ad Uaiaohaln a doctor. Dr. Haiaohadn, Why did you 
call hi* Dootor Uaiaohaln? 

A I didn't care if ha waa a dootor or If ha waa a profeaaor or if ha 
waa a profeaaional man or whatever ho waa. To m that waa all tha aa*a 
thine, hut I want to eay that in order to bee.t somebody, or beat hi* to 
* death, you *ay Just aa wall be a gangster. It aatiafied aw to know that 
ha waa in eharge of the whole establishment.

HEINZ UUELLIIl, having been previously sworn, resumed the witness 
stand and testified further though an Interpreter as follows!

(Interpreter Carroll then gave the witness a summary of 

his answer.)

U Do you know whether cr not there was any dealing in food at 
Haraungen? Black market dating in food? 

A Tea*

" A . There were various capos and even block sldssts who would go up

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to prisoners and say, and vary many of the room ordarliaa who had to dia- 
trlbuta the food, they would go up to a prisoner in many instances, In ad- 
dltlon to the bread »nd to the soup there were additional rat ion a, for in¬ 
stance sausage, margarine or marmalade or cheese and the room orderlies, 
the flapos and even the block eldests went up to the prisoner and said,"If 
you will give me your sausage now 2 will give you half a liter of food, 
or even a liter of food,” 

DEFENSE COUNSELi Excuse ms, didn't ho say butter, Instead of 
margarine, in the flrat half of thct answer? 

INTERPRETERi He said buttsr. 

A I said butter, but it was margarine, 

W Has hs finished? 

A No, And this margarine or these fat products, thie butter or thia 
sausage, this was then taken away from the prisoner as well. Then the 
majority of the prisoners did not think of the quality of food, but they 
were mere interested in obtaining a ouantity of food. Thia la all I hava 
to say about this. 

U Naw when these prisoners were brought back to the Jail on ths 
stretchers, ths ones that had bean beaten, you told the court how the re¬ 
port was made. Did any one, to your knowledge, in yotr hearing, ask from 
what oauaa the prisoners had diad? 

A No, The question was never asked in the camp. It didn't make aqy 
difference if they had died from beatings, from malnutrition or from an ac¬ 
cident. Ths main point was that the corresponding number of prisoners earns 
back Into the camp in the evening who had left the camp in the morning, 
Whether they were dead or not, or In what condition they were, was immaterial, 

W &an you toll ths court how prisoners s*>o had these Sohonung ssttsls 
* treated? These convalescent slips, rest slips? 

A If a prisoner had one of these rest slips he had to ahow this rest 
slip to ths oapo, and this capo then reported from his strength report one

Do you know whether the prlaonara continued thia typa of activity 
avan after the prlaonara' doctor had atatad brut it waa forbiddan? 

A 1 never saw arybody vtro did thia and I l*t«r on didn't haar if anybody 
continued to do thia* 

si la it know to you tnet prisoner a who had beau involved in acci¬ 
dents in their place of work ware also carried into camp on atretenara? 

A 1 remaster one oaaa of an aociuanc. which occurred in the tunnel 
whereby aavan er eight prlaonara remained dead. But these ware not car¬ 
ried back Into the uwnp but waro taken directly from the place of work to 
Dora* 

vi Waan't it au that prisoner a who ware derd were taken dir ectly 
from their plaoa of work to dura ana were not even taken to the eemp at 
all? 

A No* 
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Q You stated before at the gate during the marohing in of the tork 
details that Frokns or Fuohslooh or other 3S members were standing there* 

Mho took over the report of the marching la ef the work details? 

A The report ef the details who were marohing In was taken by the roll 
oall leader* 

Q If 1 understand you ecrreotly* only the roll oall leader took the 
reports of the marohing In details end the others aho were standing around 
didn't pay any attention to this? 

A No* The roll oall leader vfco took the report of the oapo* the strength 
report ol‘ the oapo ana then had counted the prisoners* he would then turn this 
report ewer to hie superior* I don't know whether It aras Frohne or Fuehaloeh 
or whoev r it waa* 

Q On the average hew long did this prooess take at the 73 ate of the 
details who were marching In thirst 

A I w-uld have to ask a question hors* Do you mean the Individual 
details or the entire details altogether? 

4 I mean the individual detail* 

A Tnec again this would depend upon the strength of the details* Thers 
were details wMch eonalsted of three to four hundred xo seven hundred or 
eight hundred or there were other details whloh oonslsted of 20 * 22 * 30 or 
40.

PRESIDENT t The witness answered by stating, as I recall, that 
he oould not draw any general oonolusion, but he oould answer as to what 
his own feelings about the aocsod Fuchslooh were. There was no further 
question, but there was an objection there, 

Q ITow did thiohsloch treat you personally. Hr* Hueller? 

1 I oan only state that to me personally Fuchslooh was very

PRESIDENT! Tha prose out ion haa not# the oourt understands# com¬ 
pleted hla questioning of this witness. And after the prosecution has 
completed that# the court will determine whether or net the testimony of 
this witness h»a bean impeached or to what degree. The oourt will give 
the proper weight to what has boon brought out.

knew. That vary question was ruled out of oourt today on the ground that this 
man oould not possibly know what Fuohalooh know. Now it is permitted to be 
brought into the oourt by the taok door simply by the prosecution deolarlmg 
the witness to ba hostile beoauas ho was not permitted to say in ocurt something 
whioh he said out of oourt. 

That Is a perfbet example of what 1 believe is being violated by 
permitting this testimony to oome in at this time.

This, m the other hand, it a perfect example of what the prosecution 
has in mind.

That is one of the things in which 
we were very definitely surprised. I have a right to orocs examine with 
reapeot to these beatings administered not on order. He said, of course, that 
the oamp administration could blow nothing about them. I may be mistaken but 
my smmory is clear that, that ie exactly what he said* 

CSFKNwiii OOUNSELt As 1 recall I objected to it. There was an 
objection made to that question on the ground that the witness was mot in 
a position to know what other people knew or had In their minds end it ms 
sustained, very properly, but, of oourse, then he is questioned outside of 
court he said, "Sure.", he knew everything about it. *e domPt have the check 
or oontrol of the quests ns that are put to him. They oar ask h m any kind 
of a leading question. 

I should like to state that for tpeaohment purposes the witness should 
be asked only questions which ora in direot contradiction to what he said 
this morning and 1 submit he is being asked all kinds of questions end all 
kinds of statements that wore node outside of court that are in no way in 
contradiction. It is sinply evidence or an attempt to get evidence in through 
the baok door beoause ho ocuidn't get this witness to testify no he muted 
him to through the front door.

The statements w>re so broad «*d 
general in their nature that if the oourt was to take them at their face value 
this man here would hare to be paid for the time he la spending in the dock 
instead of being tried for his life.

which was not true of Dora cr Buchecwald, and that ifarzungen was subordinate 
to Dora or rather, respectively, Buo'honwcld? 

A If this would be the case — but then, if a punishment — if a 
sentence was issued in Dora, then the sentence was also executed in Dora) 
if a sentenoe was issued at Harzurgen, then the sentence was also exeouted 
in Marzungen.

A Ko, you misunderstood me, Tf it concerned a minor offense, a 
smaller offense — for instaroe, if a beating v.aa to taka place -- then 
this beating was decreed in ilarzungen and was exeouted in ilarzungenj but. 
if it concerned a major offense, then the prisoner v.aa transferred to 
Dora, the sentenoe was handed out in Dora, and executed in Dora. 

(UUELLER-ReoroA s) 
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Q Well, if that Is the case, that major offenses were decided in 
Dora and that the punishments took place in Dora, than it was practically 
impossible that executions or hangings could take place in Harsungen, is 
that correot? 

4 No executions or hangings took place in Harsungen. The two 
persons who were hanged in Harsungen were not hanged in ilarsungen themselves 
but were hanged at the oonstruotlon site and they were hanged on orders 
of the Gestapo leader '’anders. I would like to add something further to 
this. These two prisoners which were hanged at the construction site — 
that doesn’t mesn that these were from Camp Dora or from another oawpj 
they originally were from harsungen, 

4 But the sentence itself was decreed in Dora and was exaouted 
outside of Carp Harsungen, so that the oamo administration of Harsungen 
had nothing whatsoever to do with it, is that correot?

got In at Bilricu tnen tne Russian prisoner was on tho roll oall square* 

Caa$> Leader Brlnknann together witn two other 8S, If I remsnfcer oorreotly 
tnere wore two other ones* if 1 rejuei'.ber oorrootly* wero standing next to 
tne Bueelan prisoner. One of the 88 had two police uogs un a leash, Then 
through one of tne interpreters who was a role* 17 or 18 years old* Brin Joann 
said the following* "This prisoner tried to esoape* he would be punished 
In front of you so as to mete an exa pis tor you". Brinknam beat the 
Russian prisoner until ne collapsed. Before Brinkaann started boating die 
Bueelan prisoner* the prisonsr had already his face oovered witn blood, 
tie want to beating the prisoner alter ns uad oollapsed by kloicing him ha the 
etonaoh then* tnough he maao tne prisoner got up again* alter having asiceu 
two ottiar Russians from tne lines to help nim to get up.
